‘ ‘ The purpose of Anti-Rape 

Week is two-fold: to inform 
the public about the center 
and to inform the public about 
rape and the problems it 
causes. According to 
Elizabeth Ozer. co- 
coordinator of Anti-Rape 
week. “There are a lot of 
myths concerning rape. Some 
of them have been cleared up. 
but many are still present." 

One common myth is that 
rape is sexually motivated. In 
fact, it is caused by the need 
for power and control over the 
victim. Ozer said. This is one 
of the reasons rape is so 
frightening to its victims. *^If 
someone has the power to 
rape a woman, then he has the 
power to kill her. ' ' Ozer said. 

« Last y^r almost 600 people 
took perl in the program. This 
, year Ozer is hoping for a 
higher number. The Center is 
approaching the subject on a 
variety of levels. Aside from 
the workshops, there will be 
lectures, a coffeehouse, a 
drama and several panel 
discussions. One such 
discussion, to be held here at 
GW on March 23, will feature 
psychiatrists who counsel 
' rapists talking with coun- 
selors of victims.

When GW freshman' Gary Wissner was 
preparing for his University Theater debut in the 
role of Christopher Wren for last month's 
production of The Mousetrap, he was constantly 
remembering that "the role of an actor is to 
establish the character's objective.'' In that 
aspect of his performance. Wisnner thinks he 
failed, but it's funny, the audiences and critics 
alike didn't seem to notice. 

Instead, the hyperactive humor and ef- 
fervescent energy that Wissner gave the first 
act. combined with the sinister scowls and 
repressed reserve that characterized the second, 
moved him to a prominent place among the best 
performances of the GW season in many minds. 
All of this from a freshman whose previous 


Wissner 's love for all aspects of the performing 
arts came early, with a natural ability for 
hamming it up that was first discovered and 
developed in a roundabout way at summer camp. 
With a family full of artists for support. Wissner 
(whose first summer was spent participating in 
the normal activities of swimming, fishing and 
all of the other traditional time killers) and a 
bunkmate one day decided to try the world of 
singing, dancing, stagecraft and acting.

occasional lead in high school as well as a series 
of summer sessions at a performing arts camp in 
upstate New York. Clearly Wissner is serious 
about his craft, with intentions of going places 
fast. 

Although he came to the University as a pre- 
med student, excellent experiences with the GW 
drama department and an especially close 
working relationship with his basic acting class 
instructor. Professor Nathan Garner, motivated 
Wissner to gravitate toward speech and drama, 
which now occupies most of his time and in- 
terest. 

Of the department. Wissner said, the small

For this summer, he also has a job as a 
technician for a summer-stock company in Cape 
Cod. which will not only give him employment 
tnd experience, but points to be applied toward 
in Actor's Equity card.

Earth, Wind and Fire funks up new album

The masters of funkysoul 
are back again. Earth, Wind 
and Fire, the multi-talented 
group led by Maurice White, 
have returned with yet 
another, album.

Poweriight is so void of the 
originality and freshness that 
have been the trademarks for 
this group that it ieaves the 
liatener empty and unaf- 
fected.

However, there is none of this 
magic in Poweriight

Facet 
and Raise!, though more 
ambitious, still seemed to be 
just redundant rewrites of / 
Am. Ever since the success of 
the Grammy award winning 
album Ail and All, it seems as 
jf their creative energy has 
petered out. 

There is talk of White 
trying his hand at a solo 
album, which might work out 
the problems he seems to be 
experiencing. > Perhaps a 
temporary break will shake 
put the kinks and prove to be 
refreshing. Whatever hap- 
pens, something should ^ 
dpne to retrieve the magic 
before it is gone. Without it, 
the Earth, Wind and Fire of 
the past will just be a fantasy.

Rabbitt’s fever has no spring

Now that winter ia almost 
behind us, several artists are 
releasing albums to catch the 
public's spring fever.

Eddie Rabbitt has released 
a rash of very successful 
pop/country albums during 
the past few years. Ha has 
gotten more radio play as well 
as becoming increasingly 
repetitive and mbnontonous. 
Rabbitt 's latest album. Radio 
Romance, follows closely in. 
this vein, yet the new album is 
especially . disappointing 
because the singer is capable 
of decent pop/country las

There is nothing new or 
innovative in this album. 
Again. RabljiU seems to be 
content, with simply 
reworking and re-hashing his 
most popolar . material.

is perfect for- Rabbitt ‘s soft, 
melodious voice, although 
Gayle's singing carries the 
song. She lifts the music up 
and gives it life: without the 
addition of her voice, it would 
just be characteristic of 
Rabbitt's other ordinary, 
sappy times. 

Rabbitt, unfortunately, 
symbolizes much of the drek 
tha( is coming out of- the 
pop/country side of AM radio 
music. Like so many others, 
the songs, the places and the- 
music he depicts all seem to 
bring back rehashed 
memories in a virtual deja vu 
of country discs', the listener 
is bound to say "I've heard 
that one before ..."

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Cline stresses military build-up

Ray S. Cline, (prmer deputy 
director of intelliKence of the 
CIA, said in a Speech Monday 
night at GW that the United 
States should build up its 
milUary to deter any 
agressive moves by the Soviet 
Union. 

According to Cline, now the 
senior' associate at the 
Georgetown University 
Center for Strategic and 
Intenutional Studies, the 
U.S is a “superior nation to 
the Soviet Union, in the sense 
that it ia a better place to live 
in." The U.S. has moved away 
from the past geopolitical 
policiea adopted by the Soviet 
Union and is based on a 
different political structure, 
he said. 

"America is a vast. rich. 
fertUs continent populated by 
people' from various 
backgreunda. particularly 
strong in 18th century 
liberaUsm, and divided 
enough to protect the in- 
dividualism and pluralsim of 
the society." Cline explained 

The U..S. and tfie Soviet 
Union, he explained, "are the 
largest powers .that don’t 
. have an excess M population 
that they need to control. It is 
the absence of these problems 
that ftesa the U.S. and the ^ 
Soviet Union and lets them ' 
, develop their military power." 

The result, he continued, Is 
. a ‘'deep and basic conflict" 
.between two very different- 
Countries ' with contradictory 
'* philosophies. C 

Cline suggested that the 
Soviet Union is a - "highly 


combative " country which 
has built a "shield around 
itself consisting of missiles." 

"The Soviet Union doesn't 
want to destroy any real 
estate. They only want to 
intimidate people with the 
idea of war so that they can 
win politfcal and economic 
influence in Europe without 
firings shot. " 

Cline summarized the 
Soviet Union's policy as. 
"wanting to win the war 
without fighting any battles." 


It is for this reason, 
however, that it is important 
for the U.S. to "maintain a 
deterrent military power" in 
order to prevent the Soviet 
Union from bullying the U.S. 
into war. 

To maintain this deterrent 
force, Chne had no objections 
to the development of more 
weapons by the U.S, "We are 
not putting too much money 
into weapons or military 
force."

He said 
Ampillary wanted the JEC to 
investigate his charges that 
students who are not in the 
SEAS may have voted in that 
race.

Backoff said the JEC would , 
be matching the election sign- 
in sheets for the SEAS voting 
booths with the registrar's 
accounts of SEAS students.

Senate elections who are not 
in the SEAS, there is no way 
to tell who they voted for " 
and thus no way to know 
whom to deduct votes from.

Morales added that he did 
not press Joan to resign 
earlier because the next 
Senate meeting was cancelled 
and she skipped the following 
one. 

GWUSA President Tom 
Mannion said he believes 
Joan wrote the letter of 
resignation because "she 
realized that people had 
caught on to her little game 
and to cover her own backside 
she wrote this nice letter and 
blamed lots of people for the 
ineffectiveness of the Senate - 
which she did nothing to try 
to correct.” 

"This attempt to make the 
Student Association look 
controversial and full of 
conflict failed on her part." 
Mannion said. He added that 
he believes the action was a 
remnant of the BLOC (Better 
Life on Campus), a group of 
GWUSA members. 

Joan said she applied for 
the position at the urging of 
Brenda Gunderson, a former 
Marvin Center Governing 
Board member who also 
applied for a Senate position. 
Greene later discovered that 
Gunderson was not a 
registered student when she 
failed to provide a valid 
registration card. 

Gunderson said, "I was a 
part of GWUSA for a year 
and it was a big joke.

he said. "1 would fire all of- 
ficials brought in with this 
administration," in response 
to how he would increase 
enforcement of the 1964 Civil 
Rights Act and other equal 


rights laws. 

"It is a national scandal," 
Hart continued, "that these 
laws have not been carried out 
and that Reagan has un- 
dermined the progress of 
them." Hollings agreed that 
Reagan’s attitudes are wrong, 
but he failed to give any 
specific answers on how he 
would increase enforcement. 

On the question of raising 
the drinking age. both can- 
didates said that they were 
opposed to the bill because 
they believe that young 
people are responsible. 

Next the senators were 
asked to give their position on 
the Democratic party's of- 
ficial stance that the nuclear 
freeze issue is "not an 
either/or question. " Neither 
would give an opinion on that 
statement, but both did stress 
that it was an important 
issue. 

"The danger, " Hollings 
explained, is "in the heads of 
the world leaders. They have 
to realize that they are the 
keepers of each other. " Hart 
said that if elected his highest 
priority will be to end the 
arms race by ratifying the 
SALT II agreements and 
negotiating a freeze with the 
Soviet Union.

Tournament opener 


GW beats Dukes 


pW earned the right to play 
in last night's game after 
wfnning a tension-filled 
contest over Duquesne 
Monday night in the opening 
round of the tournament. 

Mike Brown had 32 points 
and Troy Webster 21, but the 
hero everyone will remember 
wss Craig Helms, who came 
off a Brown screen and lofted 
an oh- 80 -soft jumper from the 
left baseline to put the 
Colonials up 71-70 with seven 
seconds left to play. 

Then, on the other end of 
the floor, it was Helms who 
stood his ground as Duquesne 
senior Joey Myers plowed 
into him trying to draw a foul 
and threw a brick off the 
bottom of the rim from three 
feet out. The last shot of 
Myo's' collegiate career - one 
he will probably rehearse the 
rest of his life - caromed 
harmleealy away from the 
basket as time expired and 
GW celebrated its first 
postseason win sines 1976, 
when most of the Colonials 
were still in grade school. 

There was an added justice 
to Hdms' laat-second heroics 
as it was his arrant pass that 
set up two Andy Sisinni 
freethrows that put the 
Dukes ahead 70-69 with 29 
eeconde in the game. "Since I 
threw away that pass I was 
anxious to redeem myself ...

Monday's game was the 
third meeting in as many 
weeks between the two teams 
and the familiar rivals stayed 
close to each other all tbe 
way.

For the last shot of the 
game, GW Coach Gerry 
Gimelstob said, “We set up a 
little play inside" to no 
specific player. Brown, who 
enjoyed success inside all 
evening, was not open but set 
a beautiful screen for Helms, 
who shot hie jumper from 
about eight feet out with tbe 
delicacy usually reserved for 
tosaing an egg. 

Finding himself on the 
winning end of a close 
decision as he rarely has this 
season, an unusually ebullient 
Gimelstob said afterward, 
“This takes the sting out of a 
lot of thoae losses."
